Ol&courage Hope of Any General Leg- 


islation Except Perhaps Ship Sub- 


tidy l-aw—One Billion Dollars to Be 


Allotted In Various Departments. 


^Washington, Dec. 3.—Tho passage 


ot the appropriation bills, and as little 
ether £oaeral legislation as possLbla. 
6uch, in brief, is the forecast i'or tho 
ihort session of the SOth congress, 


' which trill 'begin at high noon today. 


There haa not yet been time for as 


general an exchange of views among 
members as ia ordinarily deaii ocl by 
leaders before expressing their views, 


. but all seem to regard the piesent sit- 


uation as so simple as to neatl com- 
paratively little intercourse to arrive 
at an unaeratanillng. It is evident that 
for various reasons It will not ba pos- 
srble to dp much on the appropriation 
bills before the holidays, and this ch- 
cumstance "will practically have the 
effect of condensing the consideration 
ot tlie 14 large supply measures into 
two months. 


Considering that tho aggregate of 


the appropriations to bo uiado will ap- 
proximate 11,000,000,000, some sona- 
tor» and members express tho opinion 
that congress cannot <io 'better than 
ftve all ot Its time to these measures. 
The ahlp aubsldy bill probably will ho 
an exception to the rulo for no gen- 
eral legislation. The friends ot that 
imeavuv* bare norer beon moro Insist- 
ent than now. 
They are extremely 


topeful, and yet very apprehensive. 
The bill baa pnasol the senate and 
ia in cormmittod in the house. 
Tho 


committee baa heretofore been qultn 
•reuly dlTlded, t>nt the advocates ot 
the till teilioTe that they Trill tie alblo 
to set it out In <}iiO season, and they 
hope for He consideration -when onoo 
reported to tho limiso. &poaker Can- 
non has given no positive assurances 
as to his attitude-, •but the bill's sup- 
•porters flnd encouragement in his sl- 
lenco. 


HooVs Speech Helped Some. 


One incident that Is very mutt-iiallv 


helping the subsidy 
Is tho recent 


speech of Secretary Boot in suppoit of 
it. The fact that the speech, was de- 
livered at Kansas City ia helpful, as 
the ship till has lound Its principal 
opposition In the interior of the coun- 
try. 
There have been some signifi- 


cant conferences on the bill among 
tho most Influential members of the 
house. 


Tho senate has on Its calendar two 


important house .'bills, the immigra- 
tion bill and the Philippine tariff 0)111, 
but there are «nags la the pathways 
of both of them. There Is still in- 
tense opposition to the Phillpplno hill 
especially, and It ia not believed that 
it can possibly receive serious -consid- 
eration during a short session. 


The session bids fair to be produc- 


tive of many ifaillB nnd also of much 
oratory- Not a few members of both 
houses are anxious to meet the de- 
mands of the bankers and others for 
a more olastiQ currency, and it Is quite 
certain that theio will be efforts made 
to supply this Tvant, but there are so 
many plans that evon the most sin- 
cere 'believers in the necessity almost 
despair of accomplishing anything in 
that direction during a short session 
The recommendations o£ tho president 
In the Interest of a national Inhpii- 
tance tax is awaited with eager inter- 
est by many, and there j's no doubt 
that a large following could bo secur- 
ed for a ffisasure of t&e character ho 
will outline, but as In tho matter on 
currency reform, the few -weeks of the 
session will not suffice for adequate 
conoideratlon. 
It In also recognized 


that thfi present .plethoric condition oC 
tho treiiaury -would furnish strong ar- 
gument ajainst the proposed Innova- 
tion. 


Tariff to Be Debated. 


Suggestions looking towards amend- 


luc: the railroad rate law are not ex- 
pected to bear fruit this sesnion. All 
theeo matters and many others are 
certain to receive attention in debate. 


Among: the questions slated for' a 


Jlbaral snoro ot discussion, tha tariff 
Stands at the hoad of the list, but no 
one haa the least idea that any sciioua 
effort "Will not be inacfo to secure the 
modifications which even many Repub- 
licans think desirable. The pros-ldent, 
vrho himself deshos some changes, 
has recently promlsrtl his con^iesi'mfl] 
cnllers that he will not ask to have 
the subject taken up at th's time The 
Japanese question, tho dl3chatt'*(-' of 
the negro soldiers, tho desirability o; 
ftn Income tax law, the ipsult of. the 
late elections and tho trusts tire also 
slated for discussion, and it is oven 
expected that some of these quesLlons, 
If not all of them, will receive ora- 
torical 
attention 
from

members as soon as tho flrst appro- 
priation 1)111 Is luld before the house.
